INTRODUeTORY  j^JOTES. 

;  The  purpose  of  this  voluDie  is  to  present  a  faithful  reproduction  of  all 

I  the  early  records  of  the  town  known  to  bo  in  existence,  to  the  close  of  the  j 
I  last  century.  It  includes  the  records  of  the  town  clerks  and  treasurers;  j 
J  of  the  Hopland  school  district,  with  the  unrecorded  manuscripts  of  that  or-  ] 
I  fjanization;  those  of  the  Cougrej?ational  church,  and  the  mortuary  records  j 
i  of  the  cemeteries.  They  are  not  all  strictly  limited  to  the  last  century,  j; 
I  however.  Under  'Records  of  Birtlis,"  those  of  each  family  are  t,dven  as  j 
•  fully  as  recorded,  many  beinj?  later  than  the  year  1800.  Under  "Creature  \ 
I  Marks,"  the  transfers  are  given,  several  of  which  were  later  than  that  ] 
I  year,  and  the  treasury  accounts  of  the  town  and  Hopland  school  district  i 
I       extend  several  moutlis  into  the  year  1801.  j

.  tabulation  of  the  state  and  county  taxes  apportioned  on  the  town,  and  I 
[        the  marriage  records  of  some  residents  of  Lee  found  elsewhere.  |

j  The  volume  thus  contains  for  the  period  co-vered,  all  the  public  records         ' 

\  discovered  relating  to  the  town's  business,  educational,  and  religious  his-  j 
I        tor}',  as  well  as  its  vital  records.'  | 

I  It  was  in  contemphition  also,  to  include  a  brief  military  record  of  the         i 

r        men  who  served  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  from  the  town,  or  previous  to         i 
I        its  organization,  from  the  grants  or  parts  of  grants  now  in  its  limits,  but 
{        the  design  was  abandoned,  as  it  was  found  that  scarcely  any  reliable  in- 
I         formation   of   this  kind   exists  except  in  the  state  archives,  and  aU  such 
\        matter  in  possession  of  the  state  is  being  published  in   "Massachusetts        j 
I         Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the  Revolutionary  War."  I 

i  Mainly  the  object  in  undertaking  this  work  lias  been  to  collect  and  col-         ; 

late  the  early  vital  records  of  the  town.    These  records  are  often  consulted         i 
;         by  persons  in  search  of  their  ancestry,  and  frequent  inquiries  are  made  by 
I         persons   at  a  distance  regarding  births,  marriages  and  deaths  among  the 
early  residents  here.     The  information  sought  for,  if  in  the  records,  is  not 
always  readily   fannd,    and  is   sometimes  overlooked  unless  many  pages         , 
\         are  carefully  scrutinized.  i 

I  Unfortunately   the   vital  records  of   that  period  are  not  complete,  the         I 

(  clerks  preceding  Daniel  Wilcox,  whose  service  commenced  in  179:j,  having 
neglected  to  enter  a  considerable  part  of  them.  Less  then  a  page  of  birth 
re-ords  v.-ere  entered  before  1791.  Most  of  those  in  this  volume  were 
recorded  by  Daniel  Wilcox,  and  of  course  many  of  them  some  years  after 
tliat  of  birth.  The  method  of  arrangement  was  that  followed  in  this  and 
many  other  towns  until  the  present  uniform  system  was  adopted  by  the  ; 
State  in  1S44.     It  is  believed  nearly  all    the   births   in   town   before   1801 


were  finally  recorded,  but  it  is  kuowu  some  wore  not.  There  is  also  rea- 
son to  Leiieve  the  record  of  marriages  is  incomplete,  and  few  deaths  are 
noted  before  Dr.  Hyde's  records  commence. 

The  town  clerks  for  the  period  over  which  tlie  birth  records  in  tiiis  vol- 
ume extend,  were  as  below,  with  the  term  of  service  of  each: — 

Prinfe  West  was  cho.sen  at  the  fir.st  town  meeting  and  served  to  March 
18,  17S'2,  but  according  to  the  lirst  two pubiisluueuts recorded  (see  p.  l-V-i), 
he  acted  as  such  before  he  was  chosen  Dec.  i(i,  1777;  Thomas  Beecher 
served  from  March  18,  1782  to  April  7,  1783;  Nathan  Dillingham  from 
April  7,  1783  to  March  4,  to  1793,  and  also  from  March  7,  1814  to  JMarch  4, 
1816;  Daniel  Wilcox  I'roiu  March  4.  1793  to  March  3,  1800;  Nathaniel 
Thayer  from  March  3,  1806  to  March  0, 1807;  Cornelius  T.  Fessendeu  from 
March  9,  1807  to  March  7,  1814;  Hansom  Hiuman  from  March  4,  1816  to 
March  8,  1824. 

West's  aiid  Beecher's  records  entire,  and  Dillingham's  before  1791, 
exist  only  in  copy.  Tlie  book  in  v.hich  tlioy  were  lirst  entered  was  prob- 
ably impj-ovised,  like  the  lirst  book  of  Hopland,  and  the  first  and  second 
books  of  church  recor;ls,  by  stitching  a  few  sheets  of  paper  together.  It 
was  not  until  nearly  thirteen  years  had  passed  from  the  first  town  meet- 
ing, that  a  more  durable  book  was  prociu-ed  and  the  entries  in  the  first 
book  transcribed   into  it.     March   7.    1785,  the  town  "Voted  to  raise  six 

■pounds  as  soou  as  be  conveniently  for  prociu-iug  a  Standard  of  Weiglits 
and  Measures  and  a  Town  Book  for  Records".  Perhaps  at  tliat  period 
of  onerous  taxation  just  preceding  the  Sliays  rebellion,  a  tax  of  S20  for 
the  purpose  specified  could  not  be  conveniently  raised;  at  all  events  it  was 
not  soon  raised,  for  May    11,1789,    the   town  again  voted   to  raise  "six 

-pounds  to  purchase  a  standard  of  Weights  &  Measures  and  a  Town 
Book",  and  Capt.  Josiah  Yale  was  appointed  to  procure  them.  At  the 
auniiul  meeting  March  1.  1790,  he  was  requested  to  "procure  a  Standard 
of  Weights  &  Measures  as  Cheap  as  may  be  and  answer  the  Law".  The 
records  tlienceforth  are  silent  as  to  the  weights  and  measures,  and  it 
would  seem  that  the  book  was  not  procui-ed  until  some  months  after  the 
last  dale,  for  all  tlie  records  of  that  year  were  entered  in  tJie  original  first 
book.  In  the  minutes  of  a  meeting,  Dec.  20,  1790,  is  the  entry:  "Voted 
to  give  Mi;  John  Powers,  Eightfeu  Slulliugs  on  liis  transcribing  th(> 
Whole  Contained  in  this  Book  into  a  new  Book  of  Records". 

The  transcript  occupies  about  70  pages  of  the  first  volume  of  town 
records.  It  is  in  a  fairly  legible  hf^.iid  (see  plate  opposite  p.  13;")),  but 
abounds  in  rare  spelling  and  construction,  and  a  wealth  of  capitals. 
Many  words,  also,  commence  witli  a  letter  wliicli  may  be  considered 
cither  largo  or  small,  and  as  the  writer  followed  no  rule,  it  is  uticei-- 
tain  whirh  he  intended.  In  printing  this  part  of  rhe  records  tlie  aim  lias 
been  in  cases  of  doubt,  to  fullow  the  customary  usage  of  educatetl  wri- 
ters of  tlie  period.  The  literary  (lualificatit)ns  of  the  copyist  Nvere  evident- 
ly 5«light.   As  tlie  original  is  nor  m  cvidmcMr  can  not  iio.sitivcly  bi"  jn-ovi'd

\  that  the  transcript  is  not  a  true  copy;   but  comparing  the   copy  of   West's 

I  records  with  matter  penned  by  him,  and  the  copy  of   Dillingham's,  with 

\  those  in  his  own  hand,  it  is  fair  to  conclude  that  the  copyist  not  only  pre- 

\  served  their  grammatical  errors,  but  added  many  of  his  own.

\  None  of  Beecher's  writing  has  been  found,  except  hissignature(see  p.  327); 

\  judging  from  it,  and   tlie   crudities  in  the  transcript  of  his  records  (pp. 

i  22-27),  he  did  not  weild  a  ready  pen. 

j  Some  of   Dillingham's  writing  is  reproduced  on  the  plate  opposite  p. 

I  135.     JMajor  Dillingham  was  a  versatile  man,  and  served  the  town   and 

'  community  in  many  capacities.     His  fame  as  a  wit   and  a  poet  has  been 

i  handed  down   to  this   day.      He  settled  here  soon  after  the  town's  incor- 

'  poration  and  at  once  became  prominent  in  its  affairs.     For  many  years  he 

I  was  host  of   the  "Red  Lion"  and  also   carried  on   a  successful   merchan- 

[  tile  business.     Besides  his  records  as  town  clerk  and  treasurer,  two  of  the 

'  '  Hopland  leases  printed  in  this  book  (pp.  228-233),  and  the  item  about  the 
^  '  arrangements  for  observing  the  day  appointed  for  mourning  on  account  of 
{  "the  death  of  Gen.  Washington,  were  written  by  him.  There  is  also  in 
I  possession   of   the   town  a  map  of   that  part  of  Hartwocd  included  in   the 

I  town's  limits,  which  he  delineated.     His  reports  of   town  meetings  seem 

■  ,  to  have  been  entered  in  the  book  while  the  business  was  in  progress,  and 
i  .  though  they  show  marks  of  haste,  are  clearly  and  well  expressed.  In  the 
I  transcribed   portion   of    his  records  are   some    jumbles,    which,   without 

j  doubt,  he  was  not  responsible  for;— as  that  about  the  school  districts,  pp. 

I  30,  31;  the  regulations  of  the  inoculating  committee,  p.  34,  and  that  about 

I  abatement  of  taxes,  on  the  upper  part  of  p.  46.       He  was  from  Sandwich, 

]  and  served  several   short  enlistments— about  a  year  in  tdl— in  the  militia, 

[  in  the  eai-ly  part  of  the  Revolutionary  war. 

I  The  copied  part  of  the  records  are  indicated  under  the  various  headings, 

j  except  under  "Birth  Records."     Less  than  a  page  of  these  were  tran-

t  The  dates  of  most  of  the  above  mentioned  births,  prove  that  they  were 

originally  recorded  by  Dillingham,   and  judging  from  the  peculiar  form  of 
ontry,  it  is  i>robabl(^  the  others  were  ri^corded  by  West. 

Tlie     only    death    noxrd  is    that   of    Huldah     Walker,    in     the    above 
mentloni'il  Walker  rec-ord. 

A   reproduction   of   some   of  Wilcox's  writing  may  be  seen  on  the  map 
faiinu  ]i.  Til.     His  minutes  of  town  meetings,  also,  appear  to  liave  been 


entered  in  the  records  during  the  transaction  of  the  business.  His  records 
are  not  very  plain;  evidently  he  drove  a  rapid,  and  careless  quill.  In  his 
manuscript  small  e  and  i  are  generally  indistinguishable,  and  the  same 
character  often  stands  for  small  a,  o  and  u.  Altogether  his  writing  is  very 
peculiar.  Numerous  words  are  not  fullv  written  out,— the  most  frequent 
fault  in  this  respect  being  the  omission  of  a  letter  or  syllable  from  the  end  of 
words.  Some  date-errors  also  appear;  as  for  instance,  he  records  that  his 
brother  Oziel  was  killed  at  Sheffield.  March  27,  1 787.  Oziel  was  an  adherent 
of  Daniel  Shays,  and  was  killed  in  the  skirmish  which  took  place  between 
the  insurgents  and  state  forces  at  Slieffield  Feb.  27,  J  787.  Other  errors  of 
date  have  been  noticed,  and  where  considerable  are  noted.  His  record  of 
the  death  of  his  brother  Peter  (p.  178),  and  of  his  sister  Electa  (p.  180),  are 
circumstantial  to  an  extent  seldom  attempted  by  town  clerks. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the  town  meeting  reports  during  the 
Revolutionary  war  and  Shays's  rebellion  periods  are  not  more  full  and 
explicit.  Meager  as  they  are.  however,  they  show  how  enormous  was 
the  burden  laid  upon  this  new  and  struggling  community  in  furnishing 
its  quota  of  men  and  means  to  cany  on  the  war,  and  the  restiveness  under 
the  excessive  taxation  for  several  years  following  it.  What  the  state  and 
county  taxes  were  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  tabulation  in  the  anpendix. 

No  town  meeting  warrants  were  recorded  until  181G.  It  is  supposed 
they  and  many  other  town  manuscripts;— such  as  assessors'  lists,  tax  bills, 
voting  lists,  etc.,  prior  to  1826,  were  stored  iji  the  town  hall  in  the  basement 
of  the  Congregational  church,  and  were  destroyed  in  the  great  fire  of  lSo7. 
Some  of  the  business  transacted  in  the  town  meetings  cannot  be  un- 
derstood without  the  warrants,  and  all  that  which  was  presented  in  the 
numerous  articles  passed  over  is  lost  entirely;  and  by  the  loss  of  the  other 
material  much  valuable  local  history  has  been  blotted  out. 

As  above  stated  Dillingham's  and  Wilcox's  minutes  of  town  meetings, 
bear  evidence  of  liaving  been  permanently  recorded  while  the  business 
was  in  progress.  Probably  the  preceding  clerks  did  the  same,  and  the 
haste  necessary  may  account  for  some  of  the  peculiar  abbreviations  and 
frequent  omission  of  letters  and  words. 

When  the  note  on  page  Gl  was  printed  it  had  not  been  noticed  that  the 
records  of  the  two  elections  on  page  71  are  in  Josepli  Whitou's  writing. 
The  Hopland  records,  except  where  noted  otherwise,  are  in  his  hand,  as 
also  several  of  the  leases.  Joseph  Whiron  settled  here  in  or  about  1790, 
and  from  that  time  until  his  death  in  182S,  was  active  in  the  man;igement 
of  the  town's  business,  and  was  honored  with  numy  offices  He  was  a 
native  of  Middletown,  Conn.,  and  at  a  very  early  age,  served  a  sliort  time 
in  an  organization  of  that  state  in  the  Kevolutiomiry  army,  in  the  militia 
of  Massachusetts,  he  rose  through  various  grades,  until  as  Maj.  (General 
he  commanded  part  of  the  forces  at  Boston  in  1814.  His  hastily  written 
records  indicate  his  familiarity  with  routine  clerical  work. 

The  treasurer's  at'counts,  and  the  warrants  and  other  unrecorded  Hop- 


laud  niauuscripts  were  fouud  altor  the  prijitinpr  of  the  vohime  was  begun. 
The  leaves  coutaiuiug  these  accouuts  had  become  separated  from  the 
treasurer's  book  aud  were  supposed  to  be  lost,  but  were  opportunely  fouud, 
though  in  a  fragmentary  condition.  The  Hopland  papers  were  fouud  with 
a  mass  of  other  documents  which  had  been  lost  sight  of,  belonging  to  that 
corporation,  in  the  othce  of  the  late  Harrison  Garfield,  long  treasurer  of 
the  district. 

There  are  doubtless  some  gaps  in  the  continuity  of  the  church  records  be- 
fore Dr.  Hj'de's  pastorate,  but  the  names  of  all  members  of  the  church 
are  mentioned  therein,  which  appear  for  that  period  in  the  first  publislied 
list  (supposed  date  1S18),  except  David  Baker,  and  Stephen  Tobey,  received 
in  1792.     Whether  all  the  baptisms  are  mentioned,  cannot  be  determined. 

The  records  kept  by  Dr.  Hyde  contain  a  list  of  all  baptisms,  admissions  to 
the  church,  marriages  solemnized  by  him,  and  deaths  in  town  from  June  (J, 
1792  to  th(i  time  of  his  death  in  18;33.  His  records  herein  printed  are  limited 
to  the  close  of  the  year  1800. 

On  the  first  fly  leaf  of  the  first  book  of  Town  Records  is  written,  "Rec- 
ords of  the  Town  of  Lee".  The  first  matter  recorded  is  the  Act  of  Incor- 
poration. No  heading  is  used,  the  commenceiueut  being,  "State  of  I\Iass- 
achusetts  Bay — "  On  account  of  numerous  errors  of  orthography  in 
the  transcript,  the  act  in  this  volume  has  been  printed  from  a  copy  of  the 
original  in  the  State  House.  The  words  "In  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives Octr  18th"  (p.  10),  "A  true  Oopy"  and-"Attest"  are  obliterated  in 
the  document,  and  are  given  from  the  copy  in  the  town  book.  The  dates 
at  the  top  of  tlie  pages  on  which  are  printed  the  minutes  of  town  and  Hop- 
land  school  district  meetings  are  not  in  the  original.  The  headings  also 
in  this  volume  to  the  several  subject-matters  into  which  the  records  of  the 
toM-n  clerks  are  divided,  except  -'Town  Lines  "(p.  122),  are  not  therein 
given.  The  free  edges  of  several  of  the  first  pages  of  the  first  book  of 
town  records  are  so  worn  away  by  long  usage  that  a  little  of  the  writing 
is  lost.  The  same  is  true  of  the  first  page  of  publishments  and  marriages 
Such  obliterations  in  this  volume  are  indicated  by  stars.  Tlie  minutes  of 
the  fii'st  meeting  closely  follow  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  and  being  on  a. 
left  hand  page,  the  stars  indicating  the  obliteration  are  at  the  left  margin. 
In  the  minutes  of  several  of  the  next  meetings,  however,  the  numuscript 
liiu's  .sometimes  contain  more  matter  rhan  the  printed  ones,  so  that  the 
stiu's  must  be  placed  at  a  distance  from  the  margins. 

In  printing  tlie  records  aud  other  matter,  great  pains  have  been  taken 
to  preserve  the  exact  spelling,  abbreviations,  and  punctuation  of  the  orig- 
inals, and  since  tlie  volume  lias  been  printed  the  whole  matter  has  been 
■■•  ir.fuily  coliatt'tl,  aiid  :ill  t  ypMLivaiiliical  ami  orhir  errors  which  have  bt'Cn 
1'  uiid.  have  Ih'cii  corn-ctfi!  or  iiwrfd  in  th"  ■.■irata,  pp.  ;i7;!.  Most  of  the 
•  t'luirtures  from  the  original  spelling,  an- in  the  pages  printed  from  the 
in  iiiu.-cii|>t  by  Powers,  where  the  .'-ame  words,  es])ecially  ]n-oper  names,  are 


often  spelled  differeuth',  —  ttixing  the  atteiitiou  of  compositor  and  proof 
reader  to  an  uiiubual  degree. 

Doubtless  more  explanatory  notes  and  bracketed  words  should  have 
been  used  in  printing  the  town  meeting  minutes,  but  the  meaning  is  gen- 
erally obvious,  despite  omitted  words  and  faulty  construction.  Some 
things,  however,  cannot  be  understood  or  explained.  Several  notes  are 
here  given  wliich  have  been  prepared  since  the  minutes  were  printed. 

P.  14,  second  line:  The  word  "time"  is  uncertain;  in  the  manuscript  it 
seems  to  be  "same".  The  Centennial  History  of  Lee,  p.  101,  quoting 
this  vote,  has  "sum",  and  Amory  Gale's  pamphlet  history  of  the  town,  p. 
13,  has  "term".  .  Miss  Jones, in  her  Histoiy  of  Stockbridge,  p.  IbO,  says: 
"In  March  1779,  the  to^yn  .unanimously  voted  themselves  bound  by  the 
doings  of  the  Great  and  General  Court." 

P.  16,  third  and  fourth  lines,  minutes  of  June  15:  The  fanciful  surmise 
is  given  in  the  Centennial  History,  pp.  58,  147,  that  the  adjouru^uent  from 
Peter  "Wilcox's  house  to  his  barn,  indicated  "probably  an  increase  of  pop- 

.ulation  which  made  the  one  room  of  a  log  house  inconveniently  small". 
That  such  an  event  did  not  then  happen  in  Peter's  family  is  certain  from 
the  birth  record  of  his  childi-en, —  see  p.  173. 

,  P.  19,  lines  eight  and  nine,  minutes  of  June  10:  The  word  "sum" 
probably  here   signifies   the  quantity  of  beef.     The  assessment  was  "in 

,kind"— 6818  lbs.  of  beef,— see  p.  315.  The  Centennial  History  states  the 
town  voted  to  raise  £6818  to  pui'chase  beef .  „This  might  have  been  so,  for  at 
that  time  £6818,  Continental  money,  possibly  would  have  purchased  6818 

.lbs.  of  beef.  ^  ^  ._       . ,. 

,     The  difficulty  and  amoiant  of  work  involved  in  producing  this  volume 

.  was  greatly  underestimated  ^  when  the  first  type  was  set  for  its  j)ages 

J neai-ly  three  years  ago.  It  was  then  supposed  that  a  few  months  would 
suffice  for  its  completion,  and  that^all  records  pertaining  to  the  town  for 
the  period  covered,  could,  be  gathei-ed  into  a  book  of  at  least  a  huudi-ed 
pages  less  than  this.  The  delays  have  been  many  and  for  various  reasons. 
It  is  the  product  of  intervals  between  more  necessary  or  more  profitable 
work.  The  size  is  greater  tiiau  was  estimated  because  diligent  search  has 
brought  to  light  considerable  more  material  tlian  was  supposed  to  exist. 
All  the  records  and  other  nuitter  tlie  volume  contains,  have  been  so  ar- 
ranged, and  so  fully  indexed  that  it  is  believed  any  name,  or  subject  men- 
tioned therein  may  be  readily  found.

Be  IT  THEREFORE  ENACTED  by  the  Council,  and  House  of  Represent- 
atives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same, 
that  the  sd.  Southwesterly  part  of  Washington,  the  Northeasterly  part  of 
^.ireat  Barringtou.  or  Hoplands.  so  called,  the  Glassworks  Grant,  and  Part 
<'f  William's  Grant,  beginning  at  the  Southeast  Corner  of  Stockbridge,

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The  necrolosy  of  the  early  years  of  the  town  is  very  brief.  The  iuscriptions  ou  a 
few  crumbling  stones  in  the  cemetries,  and  the  short  list  of  deaths  given  in  connection 
with  tne  family  birth  records,  i^ontain  it  all  until  179:.',  when  Mr.  Hydo  commenced 
his  admirable  Church  Records,  included  in  wiuch  is  a  carefully  recorded  list  of 
deaths  which  occurred  in  town  during  his  pa.itorate. 

The  death  of  Pelatiah  West  is  given  after  the  birth  record  of  Elijah  and  Marah 
West's  children,  and  the  deaths  of  several  of  the  Crocker  family,  after  the  birth  record 
of  Joseph  and  Polly  Crocker's  children;  but  except  as  connected  with  the  records  of 
births,  there  is  no  registry  of  a  death  on  the  Town  Records  until  that  of  Molly  Casey, 
May,  1*95,  and  there  is  no  other  recorded  until  17^7.  Scattered  here  and  there  on 
several  of  the  pages  allotted  to  the  birth  records,  are  entries  of  some  of  the  deaths  in 
town  between  1797  and  1S04— the  list  for  1799  bnn(^  nearly  complete.  In  1804  a  syste- 
matic record  was  commenced,  and  has  been  continuou  I  ■  kept.  These  ?C3ttered 
entries,  and  also  those  deaths  noticed  in  the  preceding  Family  Jiirth  Records,  are  here 
arranged  chronologically.  The  latter  are  designated  by  tiie  puge  on  which  they  are 
printed,  being  placed  after  them;  the- others  are  printed  as  recorded.  Some  of  the 
dates  and  ages  given  in  this  record.  Dr.  Hyde's,  and  in  the  in>-criptions  in  the  ceme- 
teries do  not  correspond.    These  are  noted  if  the  discrepancy  is  marked.

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■*  The  following  twenty  pages  give,  page  for  page,  all  the  extant  Treasurers'  Records 
of  the  town  prior  to  May  1,  1801.  These  accounts  were  kept  by  Nathan  Dillingham, 
Treasurer  from  March  4,  1703  to  March  3,  ISO),  and  Nathan'  Bassett,  Treasurer  in  1800 
and  1801.  The  first  entries  appear  to  have  been  made  in  the  book  from  which  the 
accounts  are  taken,  in  17^5.  It  is  probable  the  first  four  accounts  were  commenced  at 
the  same  time,  the  first  three  being  accounts  witb  Collectors  who  had  not  then  settled 
with  the  town,  and  whose  unsettled  balances  were  transferred  from  a  previous  book. 
A  debit  and  corresponding  credit  page  together  constitute  a  single  ledger  page,  and 
are  so  numbered.  As  there  is  no  way  to  determine  when  the  last  order  was  entered 
in  1800,  it  has  been  thought  proper  to  give  all  entries  to  May  1,  IBOl,  the  time  of  settle- 
ment with  the  Auditing  Committee. 

On  several  of  the  pages,  later  accounts  were  entered,  but  at  the  close  of  the  century, 
the  pages  contained  only  those  here  given.

Note:— This  district  was  incorporated  to  more  effectually  manage  the  school  lands 
reiservfd  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  Hoplaiids,  and  the  fund  arising  from  the  sale  of 
those  lands. 

"1749,  Jnly  18,  the  Hoplands  were  laid  out  and  the  meadows  divided,  one  right  beinff 
set  apart  for  schools.  ITr^O,  April  12,  there  was  another  division,  and  as  before,  land 
was  set  apart  for  school  purposes.  1771,  Feb.  1,  the  school  lands  in  this  particular 
district  were  set  apart  for  the  ben  'fit  of  people  residing  in  the  district.  Tliere  were 
six  different  allotment?  of  land,  ranging  from  ten  to  forty  acres  at  a  time.  The  school 
rights  reserved  amounted  in  all  to  about  170  acres."       (Centennial  Hist,  of  Lee,  p.  12.5.) 

The  district  was  abolished  April  5, 13S9.  Besides  the  acts  of  incorporation  and  abol- 
ishment, there  were  three  others  passed  by  the  legislature  regarding  it: — one  March 
11,  1797,  forb:dding  town  assessments  on  HopUmd  property  for  school  purposes;  one 
June  19,  1798,  giving  authority  to  the  district  to  levy  taxes,  should  its  fund  prove  in- 
sutRcicnt,  and  one  Feb.  12,  1830  permitting  the  district  to  divide  into  subdistricts.  The 
first  three  acts  are  here  given.

Whereas  doubts  and  difficulties  have  arisen  upon  the  construction  and 


operation  of  the  said  Act: 


Sect.  1.  Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Senate  &  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled  and  by  tlie  uurliority  of  tlie  same  That  the  said 
Hopland  School  District  shall  be  understood  and  construed  to  include  all 
the  Land  situated  in  that  part  of  the  Towu  of  Loe  which  fonu.'iiy  be- 
longed to  tlie  Town  of  Great  Barrington,  together  with  all  tlie  inhabit- 
ants &  residents  thereon,  but  not  to  include  any  Land  or  real  estate  situ- 
ate without  the  said  Limits,  though  owned  by  a  Resident  or  Residents 
within  said  District.

Lee  May,  25  AD.  1780: 

The  Professors  of  religion  in  tlie  town  of  Lee  uiet  and  formed  thein- 
Belves  into  a  Church,  The  Kev<)  M;"  Daniel  Collins  of  Lansb(jrough  being 
present  at  their  reijuest  to  assist  in  formiiiE:  them: 

The  Church  being  tlien  formed  made  clioice  of  Mi"  ^yll\>l  Ingersoll  for 
their  Moderator:  after  which  they  made  choice  of  3Ir  Wilm  Ingersol  , 
Mr  Jesse  Bradlj  and  Mv  Prince  West  as  a  Committee  to  sign  Letters 
missive  to  the  Churches  in  Shf-llitdd.  Egremont,  Storkbridge,  Lem^s,  Pitts- 
field,  Lausborough.  and  Williamstown  to  request  their  assistance  by-

In  the  old  grave-yari  fsep  p.  34),  no'.v  in  the  mrth-east  earner  of  the  cemetery  near 
the  center  of  the  town,  there  are  73  monuni'^uts  with  mennrials  to  84  persons  wh> 
died  before  1801.  Mattey,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  L,ois  Hendy  (see  p.  21^7,)  is  supposed 
to  have  been- the  first  person  buried  tliere.  Doubtless  there  were  earlier 
deaths  anions?  tha  settlers  here,  but  no  certain  reord  of  any  has  been  found.  In 
Holland's  Hist,  of  West-rn  Mass.  (vol.  2,  p.  516.)  is  the  foUovvins :  "The  first  death 
that  occurred  in  L<'e  b.'fell  a  child  of  JohnWinegar.  The  death  occurn^d  at  (.'row  Hol- 
low, and  the  child  was  buru-d  on  the  West  side  of  the  river."  Probably  the  statement 
■was  made  on  traditional  aath  inty. 

It  is  supposed  O'le  of  the  earliest  graves  is  mark  3d  by  a  rou:jh  stone  bearin?  only  the 
rudely  c.irved  letters  SB.  Thenam-f)r  which  tli^se  letters  stand  has  not  been  de- 
termined. Tue  stone  with  the  letters  I  V  D,  marks  the  gra%'e  of  Isaac  VanDeu^u, 
8  years  old,   a  son  of  Matthew  VauDeusen. 

Only  two  dated  before  isul  are  in  the  South  L'><  cemetery;  one  at  the  grave  of  Isaac 
Davis,  the  first  settler,  the  other  at  th.^  srave  Abijali  Stearns. 

A  few  earl}-  gravcjs  in  each  cmetery  are  niirk'^l  with  unin  scribed,  uihewn  slabs  of 
stone.  There  A'-e,  also,  s.iveral  early  graves  ni-\rk<:d  in  tne  sa  ne  manner  near  the 
residence  of  C.  E.  Morley,  Caie  St.,  where,  accor  ling  to  tradition,  some  of  the  settlers 
in  that  section  named  Giff  )rd  and  Roberts  were  buned. 

If  any  of  th  ;  early  inhabitants  were  baried  elsewhere  in  town,  all  knowledge  of 
their  graves  is  lost. 

O.ving  t )  weath.^ring,  probably  some  of  the  punctuation  has  baen  effaced  from  some 
of  the  stones. 

The  interlined  letters  and  words  in  the  inscriptions  here  given,  are  shown  as  well  as 
possible  with  ordinary  tvpe.  On  the  stones  they  are  close  to  the  lines  to  which  they 
Belong.

Thereupon  voted,  that  this  Town  have  not  any  objection  against  that 
part  of  this  Town  called  the  Hopland*,  being  set  oft'  into  a  seperare  Town, 
or  District  whenever  the  Great  &  General  Court  or  assembly  of  this  prov- 
ince, shall  see  fit —

— the  following  petition  was  presented  to  the   House  on  the   2Sth  of 
January,    1774,   and  referred  to  Capt.  White,  Capt.  Brown  of  Abington 
and  Col.  Whetcomb:—

Ou  the  IGch  of  February,  this  committee  reported  leave  to  "William  In- 
gersoll  to  bring  in  a  bill.  Meanwhile,  the  piroprietors  of  Hartwood  pre- 
sented their  petition  for  incorporation,  which  was  read  in  the  House,  on 
the  first  of  February,  1774.  and  referred  to  Mr.  Gardner  of  Stow,  Mr. 
Fisher,  and  Mr.  Ellis  of  Dedham.  The  original  of  this  petition  has  not- 
been  discovered,  biit  the  substance  of  it,  and  the  action  of  the  Legislatm-e 
thereon,  appear  in  the  following  entry: — 

"Feb.  17,  1774.  A  Petition  of  Moses  A.shley  and  others  a  number  of  the 
Proprietors  and  Inliabitunts  of  the  planrution  of  Hartwood  in  the  County 
of  Berkshire  and  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  adjacent  Grants— Setting 
forth.  That  they  labour  under  many  disadvantages  by  reason  of  their 
not  being  invented  with  Town  privileges.  And  praying  that  the  said 
])lantation,  together  with  Hills  &  .Jonesf".s  Grants  and  tlie  Westerly  part  of 
Prescots  Grant  so  far  to  the  East  as  Parfridgefield  South  corner,  may  be 
Incorporated  into  a  Town. 

In  tlie  House  of  Representatives.  Resolved  that  the  furtlier  consider- 
ation of  this  Petition  be  referred  to  the  next  Session  of  the  General  Court 
and  that  the  Petitioners  notify  the  proprietors  or  owners  of  Hills  Grant, 
.Tojies's  (iraiit  and  Pri-rcit's  ( Jraiit  within  referred  to  of  the  conttMits  of 
tlie   witliiu   Petition  and  this  (Jrder  by  serving  them  with  a  Copy  thereof 
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that  they  shew  cause,  if  any  they  have,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  the 
next  Session  of  the  General  Court  why  the  prayer  of  the  within  mention- 
ed (so  for  as  it  respects  their  interest  therein)  should  not  be  granted.  In 
Council,  Read  and  Concurred."— C'o:^,/ic/^  Records^  vol  XXX.,  p.  190. 

The  consideration  of  the  Ingersoll  petition  was  likewise  put  off  to  the 
same  time,  with  similar  notice  to  the  proprietors  of  Hartwood.

lature to  be  incorporated  into  a  town.  The  incorporation  into  the  town  of 
Washington,  of  the  proprietors  of  Hartwood  (1776-77,  chap.  40).  upon  an 
application  adverse  to  the  petition  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Hoplands.  was 
the  only  result  reached  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  political  year. 
The  details  of  the  contest  between  these  rival  petitioners  are  shown  in  the 
note  to  the  chapter  referred  to.  The  first  effort,  before  the  Legislature  of 
1776-77,  of  the  petitioners  who  were  subsequently  incorporated  under  tliis 
chapter,  appears  to  have  been  the  presentation  of  the  following  petition: —

It  is  on  a  f  rainntnt  of  a  pa?e  of  foolscap,  orij- 
inally  part  of  a  sheet  containin;;  tlie  copy  of  the  ciuirter  nieutionL-d  on  p.  1">|J.  A  few 
words  of  tlie  copy  are  on  the  fra^Muent  cntaiuin!,' the  award  or  opinion  This  copy 
was  doubtless  furnished  tlie  coinnnttee  who  made  thi'  award,  to  aid  them  in  their 
judgment.  The  fragment  in  qu.-.stion  s.—ius  sometime  to  have  b-eu  placed  in  the 
original  book  of  Hartwood  records,  and  when  the  book  was  r.^bound  rec.-ntly,  was 
fastened  in  as  one  of  its  leaves,  though  foi-eiu'ii  to  rh  )se  records.  This  book,  for- 
merly in  the  custody  of  tlie  town  clerk  of  Lee,  is  now  in  the  otiiee  of  the  Resistry  of 
Deeds,  Pittslield.
